Giant swimming pool, 
ice sculpture among ideas 
being floated for face-lift

Navy Pier is in store for a makeover, and the 
changes could be dramatic. 

On Tuesday five teams of celebrated designers 
from Chicago and around the w^orld w^ill begin to 
unveil competing plans for remaking the public 
spaces of Illinois’ most popular tourist attrac- 
tion. 

A peek at those plans Monday show^ed many 
of the designers are throv^ing both caution and 
cost to the v^ind. Consider the follow^ing ideas 
being floated for the lakefront icon: 

» Zigzagging boardwalks that would jut out from 
the pier, bringing visitors close to Lake Michigan 
and offering opportunities for swimming.

» A tower, called the Glacier, that would rise out of the lake just 
east of the pier, becoming a jagged ice sculpture in winter.

» A grand staircase that would sweep upward from 
the park around the pier’s Ferris wheel and offer 
dazzling views of the city skyline. 

» A gondola that would carry visitors to and from 
the pier, lifting them over congested downtown 
streets. 



At some point, pier officials vv^ill have to separate 
architectural fantasy from financial reality— the 
budget for the redo is pegged at a relatively mod- 
est $85 million. 

But until a w^inner is chosen, probably next 
month, Chicagoans have some spectacular de- 
sign plans to ogle and a chance to debate the lat- 
est grand schemes for a city that revels in Daniel 
Burnham’s often-quoted saying: “Make no little 
plans.” 

“We received a lot of big ideas,” said Steve 
Haemmerle, the pier’s executive vice president 
and its point man on the contest. “One of the 
things wee’ll need to sort through over the com- 
ing months is how^ these big ideas v^ork at Navy 
Pier.”

Researchers: People like 
complaining about CTA

'I'he scientists used 
analysis software to 
assess C l'A rider sentiment on 'letter over 
a tew days last summer and found that riders 
tend to tweet about negative experiences 
more than positive ones. 

The researchers say instead of just relying 
on tweets and emails sent to them, the CTA 
could use this analysis to cull comments on 
Twitter and get a more complete picture 
of how riders are feeling. T hey also could 
respond to these complaints immediately. 

Tlie study authors presented their conclu- 
sions last week in Washington at the annual 
meeting of the National Academy of Scienc- 
es^ Transport at ion Research Board, devoted 
to promoting innovation in transportation. 

“T'his is something that should be on [the 
CT As] radar screen,^^ said Satish Ukkusuri, 
Purdue associate professor in civil engineer- 
ing, who worked on the study The research- 
ers worked independently of the CTTA but 
said they would be willing to help the agency 
with the tool* 

The researchers studied tweets over seven 
days in July includingjuly 4, a popular day 
for CTA travel because of holiday events 
downtown* They gathered the data by 
searching for CT A keywords on Twitter such 
as *'Red Line,” They weeded out non-relevant 
tweets* One about the movie "^TheThin Red

Line,” for example, would be tossed out. 

Numerical values were assigned to the 
tweets. TTiose with positive sentiments re- 
ceived positive numbers while the messages 
with negative sentiments received negative 
numbers. 

They then were able to create word 
clouds with popular terms in the tweets. For 
example, during the study, there was a fire 
near Fullerton Avenue, which created delays 
on the Blue Tine* The researchers noted high 
frequency of the words '^firc,” Mela/' and 
“blue.” 

T he CTA could use this word cloud to 
respond to Blue Line rider concerns, the 
researchers say. “It^s a graphic way of look- 
ing at a particular problem,” Ukkusuri said. 
“CTA can do an analysis line by line, get the 
information and react to it in real time.” 

A CIA spokeswoman told Going Public the 
agency continuously monitors social media 
sites for customer feedback. The CTA created 
Twitter and Facebook accounts last year.

Lincoln Park tenants offered 
discount after heat fiasco

Heat and hot water were restored Sunday to a 
Lincoln Park apartment building after a Cook 
County Circuit judge ordered the building’s 
management to install a temporary chimney 
to vent carbon monoxide, according to build- 
ing management. 

A temporary chimney was installed on the 
building at 2738 N. Pine Grove Ave. allow- 
ing for the gas to be turned on at about noon 
Sunday according to Lakeview Associates 
property manager Joe Videtti. The temporary 
chimney was needed because the permanent 
one was blocked and will take time to repair. 

A Buildings Department spokesman said 
the agency planned to send an inspector to 
the apartment building to verify that the gas 
had been restored. 

Lakeview Associates met with tenants of the 
14-story building Friday night to go over fire 
safety guidelines and possible rent concessions 
for the inconvenience, Videtti and tenants said. 

Tenants were offered free rent for the 
month of February and free utilities for the 


month of March, according to two people 
who live in the building. They also were told 
they could break their leases early without 
any penalties, the tenants said. 

This came after tenants had been sent a let- 
ter last week encouraging them to use electric 
space heaters and ovens to supplement heat 
in their apartments while the necessary re- 
pairs were made, according to a Buildings De- 
partment spokesperson. 

Building management had told tenants 
they could be without heat or hot water for 
three weeks. 

But a judge on Thursday ordered LA Pine 
Grove LLC. and Lakeview Associates to in- 
stall the temporary chimney by Monday and 
to discourage residents from using ovens or 
space heaters to warm their apartments. 

Francisco Benavides, 32, said having heat 
in his eighth-floor apartment was a welcome 
change. “I had gotten so used to being cold. ... 
I never even turned on the space heater,” he 
said. “[But] I got to say it did feel nice to come 
home to a warm apartment last night.”

Is beer’s buzz fading? 

Americans’ tastes in alcohol shifting Spirits and Wifie SaieS growing 


CRAFT BEER 
ON THE RISE 

Michael Binstein, owner of 
Binny’s Beverage Depot, 
said as craft beer “is captur- 
ing and vying for that most 
coveted customer in the 
eyes of the distillers,” also 
known as 21- to 40-year-olds. 
“Sweet, flavored vodka is sort 
of the entry-level beverage 
of choice for a lot of 21-, 22-, 
23-year olds,” he said. “But 
more and more of them are 
migrating to the craft beer 
category.” 


Wliile beer still is the countiys 
best-selling alcoholic beverage, 
more Americans are finding 
that suds are somewhat flat. 

Liquor and wine continued 
to eat away at beer’s com- 
manding share of U.S. alcohol 
sales in 2011, according to an 
annual report issued Monday 
by the Distilled Spirits Coun- 
cil of the United States. 

The trade group pointed to 
a surge in exports, improved 
marketing support, legaliza- 
tion of Sunday liquor sales, 
new flavors and an improving 
economy among other factors, 

that fueled a 4 percent increase in liquor sales, to $19.92 billion. 

Liquor now comprises 33.6 percent of alcohol sales, wine 
accounts for 17.1 percent, and beer has 49.2 percent of the 
$59.24 billion alcohol industry The data represents sales by man- 
ufacturers, not retail sales. Aside from modest growth in 2008, 
beer has lost market share to liquor for each of the past 13 years. 

StiU, the beer industry argues that liquor’s growth has been slow, 
while a retailer said craft beer presents an opportunity to bolster 
the overall category against threats from both beer and wine. 

“Beer continues to be the preferred alcohol beverage of Amer- 
icans, and still enjoys the largest share of revenue and volume 
when compared to wine and hard liquor,” Beer Institute Presi- 
dent Joe McClain said in a statement, citing retail sales data. 
While liquor has added only 0.6 percent market share over the 
five-year period, beer has lost 1.3 percent share. Wine has picked 
up the remaining lost market share. 

The spirits council sought to cast its 2011 results as “a return to 
pre-recession” sales growth. 

“You’re seeing an economy that’s started growing again, and 
obviously unemployment is still quite high, but people are get- 
ting hired,” said David Ozgo, the Distilled Spirit Council’s chief 
economist, noting improved liquor sales. “When people get 
hired it gives others the confidence to go out and start spending 
money” He pointed to more frequent trips to bars and restau- 
rants in particular.

Lana Del Rey’s got the blahs

For months, buzz for 
Lana Del Rey suggest- 
ed she’s the greatest 
thing since (fill in the 
blank). The nostalgic 
singer-songwriter’s 
debut “Born to Die” 
arrives Tuesday, and 
we can finally declare 
in unison: Sliced 
bread, you have noth- 
ing to worry about. 

“Born to Die” does not represent a disas- 
ter, just a case of hype spun out of control. 

Of course conversation has swirled; Del 
Rey (real name: Lizzy Grant) mixes hip-hop 
tendencies with a lush, orchestral sound, calls 
herself the “gangsta Nancy Sinatra” and, as 
no one has failed to note, takes a nice picture. 
Yet her album sounds like words accidentally 
slipping out of a pouting mouth. 

With little distinction between happiness 
and sorrow, Del Rey halfheartedly vacillates 
from sounding like Ke$ha auditioning for a 
Bond movie (“Off to the Races”) to a country 



singer who grew up in the city (“Radio”) to a 
lazy misguided rapper (“National Anthem,” 
which is ripe for a Nicki Minaj cover). 

“Million Dollar Man” works as Fiona 
Apple-lite, and Del Rey’s delivery is perfect 
for the moody “Dark Paradise.” Yet “Born 
to Die” grows repetitive with all these 
superficial tales of falling for bad boys, and 
“Carmin” in particular disintegrates when 
compared with the harsher, deeper insight of 
the Weeknd. 

For now, the next big music sensation just 
seems like the cover girl for “blah,” accompa- 
nied by a harp.

After a later audition in front of the 
“Glee” team, Gustin won the role, but not 
without a few angsty weeks waiting to hear 
the news. When his manager finally called, 
Gustin was again onstage in 'lucson, Ariz., 
playing Baby John. 

“I called him back right in the middle of 
the show and found out I got it,” he said. “I 
did one more performance the next night. I 
was on a plane Saturday morning and filming

on Monday. It was craicy.'^ 

Since then, Gustin— Sebastian, rather— 
has angered as many fans as he's wooed 
because he tried to split up fan favorite 
couple Blaine (Darren Criss) and Kurt (Chris 
Golfer). Sebastian causes even more trouble 
in “Michael," the show's tribute episode 
to Michael Jackson airing luesday on Fox. 
Sebastian slushies Blaine and faces the wrath 
of Santana (Nay a Rivera) and the other mem- 
bers of New Directions. 

“[Santana] comes and gives Sebastian 
a piece of her mind" by singing Jack son's 
“Smooth Criminal," Gustin said. “It was 
amaiiing. It was probably my favorite day of 
filming t hus far." 

Gustin also sings “Bad” with the entire cast 
in a number that pits the Warblers against 
New Directions 

Gustin grew up in Norfolk, Va., where he 
started performing in community theater 
when he was about 10 and attended a per- 
forming arts high school to study musical 
theater. Having lived such a “Glee"-like early 
life, it seems likely he might have been slush- 
ied one or two times himself “No slushies,” 
he said, laughing. “But yeah, I definitely was 
not the most popular kid in school when I 
was taking tap-dance as an ii-y ear-old.”

Keegan-Michael Key had a comedy crush. 

“But then, everyone I know in comedy 
develops a comedy crush sooner or later,” he 
said, remembering back to 2002, when he first 
ran into Jordan Peele, his own comedy crush. 
Now their crushes have turned into a new 
sketch series, “Key & Peele,” which premieres 
at 9:30 p.m. Tuesday on Comedy Central. 

But back in 2002, Key was in his early 30s 
and Peele in his early 20s. Key, who had been 
in Chicago only about six months— perform- 
ing at Second City e.t.c. after four years in 
Second City’s Detroit company— already was 
a local favorite, celebrated for his role as a 
Pakistani cabdriver in the Second City show 
“Holy War Batman!” Peele, a member of the 
Amsterdam-based Boom Chicago comedy 
troupe, was here briefly part of a cast swap 
between Boom and Second City 

But when you know, you know, and after 
performing at Second City that night, they 
went to a Lakeview diner and talked until 5 in 
the morning. 

Key was from 8 Mile Road in Detroit, Peele 
grew up in a rent-controlled apartment on 
the Upper West Side of Manhattan. Still, 
they had a lot in common. Both were self- 
described black nerds, both had white 
mothers and both were infatuated with 
the short-lived sketch series “The State.” 

“With a comedy crush, you get this 
amazing feeling,” Peele said, “that the 
other guy is on your wavelength, thinking 
what you’re thinking— and so you regard that 
person as the {bleep}, funniest thing in the 
world.” 

“Which is how we felt about each other,” 
Key said. 

‘And how Chicago felt about Keegan,” 
Peele said. 

During his four years at Second City e.t.c.. 
Key was nominated four times for Jeff Awards, 
the local theater honor, and won twice. A cou- 
ple of years later, though. Key was gone, join- 
ing Peele in the cast of “MADtv” Peele stayed 
at “MADtv” for five seasons; Key for six. But 
frankly, during that time neither did anything 
as charming or as thoughtful as the handful of 
skits they put together for the first episodes

of their series. 

Their subjects— race relations, friendships, 
machismo— are less original than their clever 
takes on those subjects. What they’ll be best 
known for, however, at least initially is their 
wonderful President Obama skits. Peele, 


the bookish one, plays the president. Key, 
the lanky one, plays his “anger translator.” If 
online reaction to their first installment is a 
measure— 2 million TbuTube views, less than 
a week after being posted this month— it will 
to be a long partnership.
